7. Parks, Gardens, and Demesnes protected. 

.8. Where One Half of estimated Cost subscribed, Promoters may 
(in Cases where any public Road is intended to be used) 
memorialize Grand Jury, specifying the intended Works, Lands 
required, &c., and the estimated Expense of Works. 

9. A detailed Scheme of the intended Tramway, with Copies of Plans, 
Sections, Books of Reference, and Estimates, and proposed 
Tolls, shall be deposited with the Secretary of the Grand Jury 
Thirty Days before the Assizes ; Secretary to endorse Dates 
of Lodgment, and permit Copies or Extracts, if applied for, on 
usual Pees being paid, and Promoters shall give Ten Days 
Notice in local Papers of intended Application.
